In Pahokee Apr. 13 


. Farm Labor Representatives of 
State Employment Security Agen- 
cies of New York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Delaware, Maryland, 
North Carolina and South Carolina, 
will interview crew leaders of mig- 
ratory farm workers in Pahokee, 
on April 13th. Interviews will be 
held at the Pahokee City Hall from 
1:00 p. m. to 4:30 p. m., according 
to Arthur M. Larrimore, manager 
of the Belle Glade office of the 
Florida State Employment Service. 

Larrimore said these interviews 
are held annually as a cooperative 
effort between the Florida State 
Employment Service and Employ- 
ment Security Agencies of the 
Eastern Seaboard States to plan 
seasonal. work for migratory har- 
vest crews along the Eastern Sea- 
board after the spring harvest ends 
in Florida. He emphasized that no 
workers are cleared out of Florida 
until the completion of their har- 
vest work. Crews will be directed to 
areas where they are needed during 
the summer months until time for 
full agricultural activities to begin
